WEATHER FORECAST 



Chicago area weather during the month of November is expected to average 
colder than normal, and somewhat an the drier side. 

TEMPERATURE DETAILS: 

A trend towards colder than normal will.be evident from the' very beginning 
of the month. This trend will grow progressively more pronounced through' 
out November, and reach maximum intensity the latter half. 
The first week of the month will average about normal, with many fluctua- 
tions widely an either side of normal. The period from November 8th thru the 
14th will, stay more on the colder than normal side, with more of a steady 
trend developing. November 15th thru the 21it will be marked by even mere 
severe weather, and averaging considerably colder than normal; Then shortly 
after the 21st some real cold-wave outbreaks will occur, which will drop tem- 
peratures well down fnto the 'teens or the low twenties for several days .... 
with the average for the last ten days of the month being greatly colder than 
normal. 

PRECIPITATION DETAILS: 

Most of the precipitation for the month will occur during the first half of the 
month before the really cold weather sets in. The first week of the month will 
be marked by at least two significant, but short-lived, storms bringing fair 
amounts of precipitation. November 8th thru the 14th will be relatively dry, 
with only minor amounts of rainfall. Around the 15th or 16th considerable 
rain will fall associated with a cold front; then becoming rather dry until 
around the 21st. On about the 22nd, Chicago is expected to experience its 
first snowfall of appreciable amount when several inches will accumulate. 
This will stay on the ground with little melting expected thereafter due to 
severe cotd weather for the remainder of the month. Only show flurries are 
expected from November 23rd through the 30th. i 

WIND DETAILS: 

November is expected to be rather windy, particularly the last half of the 
month. Periods of maximum wind will be around the 7th, the 15th or 16th, 
and the 22nd, when wind velocities will reach 30 to 40 miles per hour at 
times. The last ten days of the month will experience moderately to occas- 
ionally strong winds during several periods of fairly long duration, which will 
make the severe cold more pronounced. 

Total Degrees of Heat Demand accumulated for the period Sept. 1, 1962 
thru October 30 are 524. Last year for the spme period the amount was 528. 
September of the year was colder than Sept, '61, but Oct. '62 was warmer, 
therefore total degrees of heat demand are just about the same.
